| Actually there are two types | 
of what may be called “‘teaching | 
machines.” In both types the 
studemt is presented with 4 pro- 
gram of progressive steps that 
| lead to the learning of a particu- 
| lar concept or set of facts. 

The first type is the mechani- 
cal box, usually electronic, where | 
the student denotes his response 
to a problem or question by 
pressing a button and learns im- | 
medistely whether or not he has 
given the correct response. 

Heart of System 

The ofher is a book which is 
set up similar to the machine in 
its step-by-step presentation, and

| Together these ‘‘machines’’ have

| Your article on the Fulbright

'was an “iron curtain country.” 
| This is most definately not true. 
| Finland is not a member of the 
|; Warsaw Pact, the Communist 
| military alliance, nor of COME- 
| CON, the socialist bloc trading 
group. In fact on March 27, 1961 
| Finland became a member of the

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British engineered European 
Free Trade Association 
Finland's surrender to the 
Soviet Union during World War 
| Il was not unconditional, Though 
she accepted crushing repara 
tions and ceded more than one- 
tenth of her territory, Finland re- 
mained a free, unoccupied dem- 
ocracy. Since Finland's eastern 
border adjoins that of the Soviet 


Union for over 600 miles, a mu- 
tual non-aggression pact was 
considered desirable. This was 


signed in 1948 guaranteeing mu- 
tual friendship amt assistance 
between Finland and the Soviet 
Union. This pact was renewed 
in 1955 at which time the Soviet 
Union returned the Porkkala 
naval base to Finland, 

In 1961 the Soviet Union fear- 
ing West German aggression 
began to put pressure on Finland 
| for joint military consultations 
President Kekkonen refused and 
dismissed the Finnish  Partia- 
;ment. Following an  informai 
meeting between Khrushchev and 
Kekkonen, TASS reported that 
“the Soviet Government has 
found it possible to put off. for 
the time being, the military 
consultation with Finland it had 
| suggested.”’ And the Sacramento 
| Bee reported that ‘President 
| Kekkonen can return home a 
| hero because he got Krushchev 
| to back down from a demand 
, that might have ended with 
| Soviet bases on Finnish terri- 
{tory and Finland's neutrality 
seriously impaired.” 

Finland today. remains an in- 
| dependent republic with a long 
| tradition of western democracy 
| She maintains friendly relations 
with the Soviet Union and the 
| United States, a successful ex- 
|}ample of peaceful coexistence
